outbreak foot and mouth disease. Apparently, they 
not this time slaughter case outbreak this 
kind. Some his cattle were quite lame and attributed 
their lameness.to the after effects this trouble. 

The price milk Manila ninety cents quart (they 
use the Mexican dollar which little more than half the 


value our dollar) about fifty cents quart our money. 
Labor cheap but very and requires about 
twice much help the work. Alfalfa shipped 
from Australia and costs about $65.00 ton. They have 
fairly good grazing and raise fodder. 

There is, course, cheaper milk produced the native 
dairymen from water buffalo but very dirty and for 
that reason not used much the white people. 

The water buffalo, which find great numbers all 
the Orient, was really quite different from what had 
expected. the first place, did not know that they were 
ever used for dairy purposes, whereas find that they are 
used very extensively and much more milk produced 
them than all the other cows the Orient. 

the Philippines, found quite number water 
buffalo used the streets for hauling, but, generally speak- 
ing, the Orient the bullocks the Indian cattle are used 
for road work whereas the water buffalo used almost 
exclusively for farm work the rice fields. They work day 
after day the rice patties, wallowing through the mud 
and water, sometimes the water coming half way their 
sides, and the native following behind holding onto the 
plow drag, also wading through mud and water 
his waist. 

The water buffaloes, when given their freedom, will im- 
mediately the nearest water hole where they will lie 
down, necessary, get the mud and water all over them, 
just the head with its tremendous horns being above water. 
hog has nothing the water buffalo when comes 
enjoying filthy mud hole. 

While the Philippines, understood that water buf- 
faloes are not permitted spend least part the time 
the water, they would not thrive and could not stand 
the work. This probably somewhat exaggerated state- 
ment think parts India many the water buffa- 
loes are not the water for days time. true, how- 
ever, that they much enjoy the water and one often sees 
the natives throwing water their buffaloes, apparently 
help cool them They probably are much healthier 
and keep better condition when they are allowed spend 
part the day the water.

good dairy cow. also found that the water buffalo was 
both timid and treacherous when approached strangers. 

From what learned dairying conditions the Philip- 
pines, should say that uatil the government gets the rinder- 
pest and foot and mouth disease under control, there 
very little chance for dairy development. 

Next visited Jaca where, owing its being Dutch 
possession, find some progress being made improving 
the original dairy cattle which, from their appearance, 
must have come from India.
